On March 1, Premier William 
Bennett broke ground to start 
construction on Vancouver s 
Advanced Light Rapid Transit 
System. It is just 9 months since 
the British Columbia Govern- 
ment became the first buyer of 
the newest Canadian transit 
technology, developed by the 
Urban Transport Development 
Corporation (UTDC). 


This technology has also been 
selected by the Toronto Transit 
Commission for its new rapid 
transit line to link Scarborough 


U.S. Indians 


There is a bill before the 
Senate House of Representatives 
in the United States entitled 
‘Ancient Indian Land Claims 
Settlement Act’ that is causing 
concern among the native 
people of the U.S. 


The Grand Council of the 
Houdenosaunee, The Six 
Nations Iroquois Confederacy, 
Onondaga Nation has appealed 
to other North American Indian 
groups and non-Native 
supporters and allies to use all 
their resources to defeat the bill, 
which, they say, would 
extinguish all the rights of the 


300 new jobs for the area at Ok D. 


Town Centre with the eastern 
end of the existing subway line, 
and by the Southeastern 
Michigan Transit Authority to 
provide a downtown circulator 
in Detroit. 

As a result of these orders, 
UTDC and TIW Industries Ltd. of 
Ottawa have formed a new 
company called VentureTrans 
Manufacturing Inc., which will 
build anew production facility at 
UTDC’s Transit Development 
Centre at Millhaven.

The bill would eliminate all 
present Indian rights to land; all 
claims for loss of land, minerals 
and other natural resources and 
for trespass and waste; Indian 
water rights and hunting and 
fishing rights on land now in the 
possession of non-Indians.

Carolina would be wiped out.

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The Minister of Transport has 
told Ellis that he will send hima 
letter explaining the decision, 
though Ellis says he is suspicious 
that ‘they're putting together a 
padded answer.’

The retirement issue

The resolution of a three- 
year court battle that allowed 
two Manitoba men to return 
to work has special signifi- 
cance for all Canadians. 

The decision: the two 
should not have lost their jobs 
simply because they turned 65. 
The courtroom winners, a 
neurosurgeon and a court 
clerk, are now back at work. 

The mandatory retirement 
issue, of course, has been 
receiving an inordinate 
amount of attention during 
the last few years. The aver- 
age retirement age has been 
declining, and some workers 
are now forced out of the 
work force at 60 years of age. 

But times are changing. 
Quebec is seriously consider- 
ing legislation that would ban 
discrimination on the basis of 
age, and a section of the new 
constitution may have a simi- 

lar impact. 

Retirement has always been 
one of those controversial 
issues that can generate heated 
discussion, even among rea- 
sonable people. 

Many unions, for example, 
argue that without mandatory 


retirement, fewer jobs would 
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be available to younger en- — 
trants in the work force. They 
contend that this would 
harmful, particularly ata til 
When unemployment has sur- 
passed the million mark. 
But opponents poin 
that the right to work s 
not be taken away by m-— 
ment decree. They believe it is 
one of our basic freedo: ms. 
To support their case these 
people emphasize that U.S. 
President Ronald Reagar aoe 
his 70’s, and that in ae i 
every country in the wor! 
there is no mandatory ret 
ment age for the lawmaker 
themselves. * 
The same can be said 
people working in many oth 
professions.

Gifted young wildlife artist

Gifted bird artist Robert Verity 
Clem attributes his success to 
spending 90 per cent of his time 
observing birds in their natural 
environment, the remaining 10 
per cent to depicting his subjects 
in opaque water colors. If this is 
an accurate break down, then 
local wildlife artist, Lynn 
Lougheed is over a major 
hurdle; he has athickly wooded, 
425-acre conservation area in his 
own back yard. 


The 15-year-old Prince 
Edward Collegiate Institute 
student is rapidly establishing a 
name for himself as an artist and 
already has sold about 10 of his 
paintings. He says he is selling 
enough of his work to pay for the 
necessary paints and canvas to 
support his hobby, not to 
mention his growing library of 
reference books. 

His books range from the 
relatively inexpensive identi- 
fication field guides to a 


spectacular publication released 
in October by Robert Bateman, 
one of the foremost wildlife 
artists in the world today. The 
book contains more than 80 of 
Bateman’s color paintings. 


While Lynn enjoys perusing 
the paintings by a number of 
accomplished artists, Glen 
Loates remains his favorite. 


“Glen Loates and (Fenwick) 
Lansdowne are compara- 
ble.....their styles are similar, but 
Loate’s work has more detail.’ 


Lynn started dabbling in paints 
at an early age, sketching 
“hundreds of tractors and boats’, 
then becoming interested in 
wildlife art at the age of 12. Much 
of his earlier search for subjects 
was made in Huntingville, 
Quebec, where he lived prior to 
moving to the Picton area, andin 
the Vermont area where the 
family had a summer cottage. 


He specializes in birds 
because, ‘that’s what I see most 
frequently.....1 spend an awful 
lot of time on Macaulay 
Mountain,’ the conservation 
area located directly behind his 
house on County Road 8. His 
intimacy with Macaulay 
Mountain and its avian 
inhabitants enables him to 
depict his subjects in a natural 
background, ‘although | really 
don’t place that much emphasis 
on background except to give

Now in high school, Lynn's 
talents with pencil and paint 
brush have been further 
developed with the assistance of 
his art teacher, Gerry Putman 


Lynn keeps his skills honed by 
drawing and sketching 
whenever time permits, but in 
spite of his dedication, does not 
expect to pursue wildlife art as a 
profession Sc nce is among his 
better subjects at school and he 
hopes to study the field of 
medicine while pursuing his 
painting as a sideline 


He hasn't tried painting mny 
mammals.....they don’t often 
give you the same opportunity 
to enjoy a long look.’ On the 
other hand, he finds painting 
fish a bit easier. ‘They're fairly 
straight forward since they dont 
have too many different 
positions.’ 


When doing a painting, Lynn 
strives for neatness. “W ith water 
colors you cannot be sloppy. The 
painting has to look natural 
Some artists give their subjects 
alot. of detail, which really 
doesn’t count much if the 
subject doesn’t look natural, as 
you would find it in a natural 
setting.”

The Intercalary Days (Ayyam-

There are probably many who 
could care less about the spring 
return of crows and blackbirds 
To farmers in particular, it just 
means another year of crop 
destruction. But there is 
something about the distant caw 
of the crow and the liquid notes 
of the red-winged blackbird 
which serves to obliterate the 
memories of the winter past 
and replace them with thoughts 
of spring. 


With so many crows and 
blackbirds remaining in this area 
during the winter months it 
becomes difficult to determine 
which individuals are migrants 
and which are just individuals 
encouraged into the open by 
warmer weather. 


March 1 is usually recognized 
as the arrival date for migrant 
crows and generally by this date 
we can begin to notice a general 
increase in their numbers 
throughout the countryside. 
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Red-wings should be 
arriving very shortly; last year, 
they appeared with the floods in 
late February. In any event, large 
numbers should be turning up 
soon with the males, trad- 
ionally, appearing on the scene 
first, followed by the females 
two weeks later. 


Marsh hawks coursing to and 
fro over the meadows and 
marshlands are another sign of 
spring and they can be expected 
by mid-March. Like the red- 
wings and crows, and we might 
also add, robins and 
sparrows, the marsh hawk is 
often observed during the 
winter months, and it isn’t until 
small groups of them are 
observed together that we can 
be certain of their arrival

One species eagerly awaited 
by many, but seldom observed 
these days, is the eastern 
bluebird. In former years the 
bluebird was as common as the 


Building under construction. 
meadowlark is today. A variety 
of contributing factors led to 
their decline, both as a breeding 


bird and as a migrant 


Only in areas where extensive 
nesting box programs have been 
initiated has the bluebird 
regained some of its former 
numbers. The Willow Beach 
Field Naturalists of Cobourg and 
Port Hope is one of several 
groups in Ontario which have 
made untiring efforts to re- 
establish the eastern bluebird. In 
the Harwood area at Rice Lake it 
is quite a treat to drive along the 
country roads and see bluebirds 
perching on the fence posts

3. Realization of 4 points boils 
down to the position of H- Aand 
K. It is almost a 50-50 chance 
partner or dead cards will have 
them both. The other deterrent 
to making 4 would be the one 
chance in hundreds that all 3 
Outstanding trump (C - A, 10, 9) 
are in the same opposing hand. 


75 years of fun and scouting 


Twelve scouts from the 
Napanee area took part in a ten 
day whirlwind of outdoors 
events in Alberta’s beautiful 
Kananaskis Park this summer - 
and in the process, learned to 
keep a very clean camp, thanks 
to the bears. 


The occasion was CJ-81, 
Canada’s national Boy Scout 
Jamboree, which saw 23,500 
scouts from across the nation 
(and observers from other 
countries) assembled in the 
Rockies in early July. 


The huge event was officially 
opened by Governor-General 
Edward Schreyer and Lord 
Robert Baden-Powell, the 
grandson of scouting’s founder. 
The national jamborr, held every 
four years, was designed to bring 
the Scouts together for 
comradeship and outdoor skills 
training in the mountain 
environment. Equipment was 
restricted to light weigh back 
packing gear, with no luxuries, 
as the boys had to travel on foot 
to the clustered camp sites. 


Highlights included special 
day trips to Banff and the Calgary 
Stampede, and special exercises 
in keeping a very clean camp, 
thanks to the ever-present, 
hungry and curious black bears 
which live in the huge mountain 
park. Not a scrap of litter, left- 
over food ora diry dish could be 
left anywhere, and as the 
problem heightened, even the 
toothpastes and deodorants 
were collected from the boys to 
minimize the chance of 
attracting bruin to the tent. 


The boys were camped in over 
7,500 lightweight nylon tents of 
every size, shape and colour - 
marking the Jamboree site the 
sixth largest city in Alberta and 
the most colourful in Canada. 


Moving the 20,000 Scouts and 
3,500 leaders and volunteers in 
and out of the campgrounds, 
Organizing activities and 
transporting the boys on day 
trips was the largest undertaking 
of its kind, in recent times, in 
Canada. 


Trading badges, souvenirs and 
stories with Scouts from across 
our nation, Britain, the United 
States and Australia (among 
others), experiencing the 
Rockies (at 4,000 feet) for the first 
time, competing in outdoor 
sports, watching the chuck- 
wagon races and just being part 
of the giant, often carnival-like 
event made this the adventure of 
a lifetime for many of the Scouts. 


Those attending from 
Napanee were: Tony Kent, Jeff 
Stewart, Ritchie Wannamaker, 
John Fox and Jeremy Gill from 
“Ist Napanee’; Daryl Beamish 
and Steven Weese from ‘2nd 
Napanee’ and Alan Easterbrook, 
leader of the Napanee 
contingent. In addition Brian 
and Tony Matthews (from 2nd 
Napanee) joined up with the 
Deseronto contingent for the 
jamboree. 


Two Venturers from Napanee, 
Wayne Roberts and Glen 
Shillington travelled with the 
Picton Venturer group. 


The scouts and venturers from 
Deseront also attended the huge 
event with Scouters Derek 
Gordanier and Lou Hird at the 
helm. 


The next big jamboree will be 
an international event in July 
1983, also to be held in Kananskis 
country. 


Scouting is celebrating its 75th 
Anniversary during 1982, with 
the celebrations scheduled to 
run on until the end of the 1983 
Jamboree.

Vanity dictates that this over- 
weight body cannot - will not - 
be exposed to the sunlight in its 
present state. Before the swim 
suit goes on the fat must come 
off. There is no longer an 
alternative. The only answer 
now is sacrifice and perspiration. 


It would be nice if a positive 
fram of mind could be engaged 
before beginning a weight-loss 
program. Let us not think of our 
outstanding bodies as being fat, 
let us think of ourselves as slim 
people who have strayed. To get 
back on track we can join the 
“Beautiful Body Brigade’ and diet 
and skip and jog our way to 
sleekness. 


When we cut through the 
hype most of us know thatalittle 
weightloss would benefit us. 
Summer is quickly approaching 
so now is as good atime as any to 


begin a reduction program. Let's 
get out the skipping ropes, the 
jogging shoes and the bicycles.

could sit in the woods and count 
many species of vireos and 
warblers; where one could set 
up a telescope on the sand 
beach and chalk up a dozen or 
more species of shorebirds; and 
a place where hundreds of 
people come annually to view 
the migration waterfowl. 


Fellow naturalist Doug McRae 
has done a praiseworthy job of 
compiling a book on the birds of 
this peninsula, taken from the 
records of 150 individual 
birdwatchers and naturalist 
groups. 


It is a small book, 74 pages in 
length, but incredibly, has 
managed to take the park’s 299 
species of birds and give an 
accurate summary for all of 
them. Approximately 225 
species described in the book 
occur annually at Presqu’ile, 104 
species are know to breed with 
an additional 25 suspected as 
nesting there. Only seven 
species are regarded as 
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hypothetical, certainly a modest 
figure considering the number 
of questionable reports which 
must land on the park desk every 
year. 


Having had the pleasure of 
accompanying Doug McRae 
while birding in the park on 
several occastions, without 
hesitation | can say that few 
people are more qualified to 
tackle the job of compiling a 
summary of birds of the park. In 
addition to personal field notes 
of observers, he consulted 
studies conducted there over 
the years and records at both the 
Royal Ontario Museum and 
National Museum of Canada. 


The one feature | particularly 
like about the book is that the 
species’ name in the species 
account is immediately followed 
by the dates when one is most 
likely to observe the bird at 
Presqu’ile. The text gives more 
detailed information, including 
abundance and seasonal 
records. 


Nothing appears to have been 
omitted. The 1979 sighting of a 
band-tailed pigeon, fifth 
sighting in the province; the 
American oystercatcher, seen in 
1960; and, the incredible 
sighting of a greater flamingo, in 
1978, thought to be an escaped 
zoo bird as opposed to a stray 
from the Caribbean. There is a 
map of Presqu’ile at the end of 
the book depicting among other 
features, eight major birding 
areas in the park

‘There are some specialty 
shops which sell readi-made 
clothes designed “for handi- 
capped people,’ she said, ‘but 
our customers want to be ableto 
choose their own patterns in up- 
to-the minute styles and fabrics.

LARGER CONTRACTS 


The centre also handles a 
number of large contract jobs.

One of the more interesting 
contracts is for sheets for 
waterbeds. They don’t seem to 
be available elsewhere in this 
area and ordinary sheets won’t 
do the job. A sheet for a 
waterbed has pockets on the 
corners, is longer than the 
ordinary sheet, and the top sheet 
is attached to the lower edge of 
the bottom sheet to hold it all 
together. 


Other contracts include major 
tailoring for correctional 
services, men’s suits, police and 
military uniforms, and costumes 
for groups of yougsters, such as 
band members. 


Where do they get the people 
who work in their stores, the 
Scanner reporter asked.

There’s no question, the 
banks are vulnerable, and easy 
marks for their opponents. 
Yet it should be remembered 
that Canada’s banking system 
is indeed more solid than that 
in the United States, and that 


has been one stable factor in 
our unstable economy. If the 
government ever got too 
rough, the repercussions on 
international money markets 
would be felt immediately -- 
you can bank on it.

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WILL TENANTS GET BOOTED OUT? 


Court will rule on Shannonville lease 


Back in 1824, Sir John 
Colborne, Lieutenant Governor 
of Upper Canada, granted a 
lease for 209.95 acres of land on 
the Tyendinaga Mohawk 
Reserve to Warham Noble. 
(Most of the present community 
of Shannonville is situated on 
this acreage.) 


Mr. Noble got into financial 
difficulties, and the lease was 
granted by the lieutenant 
‘governor to one of Noble’s 
creditors, Turton Penn. The 
lease was to run for 999 years and 
the annual payment was set at 30 
barrels of flour. 


The validity of the lease has 
been in dispute for many years 
and, last October, Mohawk 
Chief Earl Hill and his council 
members were advised by 
Toronto lawyer Malgolm 
Montgomery, that it was his 
considered opinion the Turton 
Penn lease was not a valid and 
subsisting lease. 


According to Mr. Montgom- 
ery, the lease is invalid because it 
‘offended’ a regulation set forth 
in the Royal Proclamation of 
1736, which required that, 
before land belonging to the 
Indians could be disposed of it 
must first be surrendered to the 
Crown by the Indians at a public 
meeting held for that purpose. 


Under the royal pro- 
clamation, ‘all persons who had 
either wilfully or inadvertently ” 
seated themselves upon such 
lands would be required to 
remove themselves from such 
settlements. ; 


The value of the land in 
question is not chicken feed. In 
September of 1976, it had a 
market value of $390,125. It 
would be much higher today 
and there is also the loss of use 
from 1824 to the present to 
consider. 


Last September, when asked 
by the Scanner what position the 
people of Shannonville were 
now in, Lawyer Montgomery 
said, ‘Let’s put it simply. It puts 
them in difficulty.’ 


And Chief Hill said no 
immediate action would be 
taken and that there was always 
room for talk. 


Well, it seems the time for talk 
is over. - 


More than 140 defendants 
last week were issued writs of 
summons in the Supreme Court 
of Canada. The defendants are 
mostly individuals but the list 
includes two municipalities, 
Hastings Coumy and Tyen- 
dinaga Township; the Bell 
Telephone Company, the Synod 
of the Diocese of Ontario, credit 
‘and trust companies, agric- 
ultural societies and a bank. 


The plaintiffs are Chief Earl 
Hill and council members 
‘Charles Maracle, Willard Brant, 
Donald Maracle and Douglas 
Maracle. 


The plaintiffs’ claim is for: 


(a) A declaration that the 
Defendants have no right, title 
and interest in a Lease dated the 
14th day of November, 1835, 
from The Crown Under the hand 
of the Lieutenant-Governor of 
Upper Canada, Sir John 
Colborne, to one, Turton Penn, 
of the City of Montreal, which 
said lease was registered in the 
Registry Office of the County of 
Hastings on the 5th day of 
March, 1878; 


And the Plaintiffs further claim 
a Declaration of This Honour- 
able Court that the aforesaid 
Lease was null and void ab initio 
and had no force and effect; 


(b) The Plaintiffs claim an 
Injunction that the said 
Defendants move from the 
aforesaid land; 


(c) Damages for Loss of Use of 
the aforesaid property from the 
1st day of September, 1830 to the 
present.

mortality on the Great Lakes. Itis 
the first such survey for aninland 
lake region, and since _ its 
beginning in 1977 it has provided 
interesting insights into bird life 
and death on the Great Lakes. 


Participants in the survey walk 
a one or two mile stretch of 
shoreline of their choice each 
month and simply count, 
identify, and if possible, record 
the cause of death and age of the 


dead or dying birds found along 
the shore. The information 
gathered on all five Great Lakes 
allows a comparison of death 
rates between lakes and areas, as 
well as throughout the year. 


As the survey continues, it 
develops an index of normal 
mortality levels for the common 
species of birds, so that long- 
term changes or short-term 
problems can be detected. 


The information can providea 
handle on the effects on birds of 
the changing environmental 
conditions of the lakes, which 
can be immediate ones of bird 
die-offs due to oil spills, or more 
subtle ones, such as the effect of 
the proposed longer shipping 
season. 


Among the species one might 
expect to find along the 
shorelines are ring-billed, 
herring and back-backed gulls, 
and many species of ducks, in 
particular, old squaw, American 
widgeon, white-winged scoter 
and other diving species.

Recent legislation (Bill 82 - 
Special Education) requires local 
boards of education to provide 
services for those students 
designated as ‘exceptional’ and 
this has caused some problems. 


In Lennox and Addington, a 
special education advisory 
committee, made up of trustees, 
parents and members of 
community groups such as the 
Health Unit, Family and 
Children’s Services, COMSOC, 
the Association for the Mentally 
Retarded and the medical 
profession and county council, 
met March 18 to review 
recommendations and_ plans 
prepared to date. Letters and 
submissions from the public 
have been solicited and are still 
welcomed as a_ continuing 
resource. 


A steering committe of 12 has 
held eight day-long sessions 
and, on March 29, a team of four 
staff members and a secretary 
went into seclusion and hope to 
emerge a weeek later with a total 
plan.
